Archbishop of Canterbury. 


Dr. Sumner, the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, has recently been the subject of a sin- 
ilar imposition. With the duplicity which 
is characteristic of Romanism, one of the 
converts from Rome to the English church, 
by the name of Wm. Rees Francis Gaw- 
thorne, wrote a letter to the Archbisho 
whicb he signed W. Francis, and in whic 
he represented himscif asa convert from 
Dissent to the English Church, and wishing 
to knew the Archbishop’s views respecting 
a matter then in controversy—the validity 
of the ordination of the foreign Protestant 
ministers then in London—and pretendin 
to be deeply scandalised with what had 
been said in opposition to its validity, and 
with the sympatby which some in the dis- 

ute had shown for Romanists. The Arch- 

ishop replied ina confidential note ad- 
ressed to W. Francis, Esq., in which was 
this sentence ;—“ I hardly imagine that there 
are two bishops-on the bench, or one cler- 
gymen jn fifty, throughout our church, who 

would deny the vali 
those clergy solely on account of their want- 
ing the imposition of Episcopal hands ;” the 
Archbishop having learned that this reply, 
which he had given as private, was shown’ 
here and there by a person of the name of 
Gawthorn, sent, in order to obtain informa- 
tion on the subject, by his chaplain, who on 
a second call, found a note from Gawthorn, 
avowing that it was he who wrote the letter 
with the fulse signature ; and that he was a 
Catholic, and that he soughfthe information 
as a means of converting others to the Cath- 
olic religion. As to the duplicity, he said: 
“ If it is thought that the course I pursued in 
this matter was unjustifiable, or ‘doing evil 
that good may come,’ I can a say that I 
did not think so, nor did others that ure bet- 
ter able to judge.” The same gentk man at 
the same time addressed other letters to 
others; one to the Bishop of London, with 
a similar intent, which did not succeed as 
well. This to the Archbishop brought trom 
him sentiments, which do him honor, but 
which at once raised a storm; for it gave 
scrious offence to the Puesyites and high- 
church men, who are now gathering signa- 
tures in large numbers, to a formal protest 
to the liberal decluration of their Archbi- 
shop. .

The liberty of the 
press is not known there ; and the liberty of 
a as little. I saw there a placard 
about Hietro Ercoli, a man 35 years of age, 
a merchant of character, and with a 
large family, who had been brought before 
an ecclesiastical court and condemned to 
the galleys for twenty years. And for what 
do you think he was condmned! For step- 
ping into a coffee room, and endevoring to 
persuade a man who was smoking, not to 
use Cigars. But why punish him so severe- 
ly for bidding a man not to smoke cigars’ 

use the church gets a revenue from to- 
bacco. The conduct of this man was rep- 
resented as an interference with the reven- 
ues of rhe church; and because he had 
asked a man not to smok¢ cigars, he was 
condeinned to the galleys for twenty years. 
Such is political liberty under priestly rule. 

It would seem that even attachment to 
the ceremonials of their religion is gone in 
Rome. There is neither morality nor relig- 
ion in Rome. I went into the Pantheon; it 
is a building, the foundation of which was 
laid during the reign of Paganism. It is the 
temple where all the heathen gods wére 
worshipped, and at the present time is the 
temple of Popish Idolatry. It is a circular 
building ; and here and there, ull around are 


at another. | was at that temple, looking 
round me, when I perceived a dirty lookin 
priest, and a dirty looking lad, whose h 
seemed as if it had not been combed for a 
week, waiting upon him at an altar, and giv- 
ing out the responses. That priest, that lad, 
myself, and my valet de place, were the only 
present at the ceremony. 

I was in St. Peter’s in the morning when 
the mass — said : Paes which is the 
most nificent building of t ind i 
expect to see any thing like it again—just as 
when one sees Mount Blanc, you do not 
wish to see any other mountain: In that 


20,600 or 30,000 people, there were not more 
than 300 present at miiss. I have no doubt 
one half were strangers: and ameng -all 
present, I do not believe there were ten Ro- 
mans. I went among the churches at Rome, 
gorgeous beyond description. I went in at 
all hours of the day,—I may say all hours 
of the mignt as both day and night I went 
to see what I could see, and hear what I 
could hear; and J am here able to say that 
I never saw an individual, man or woman, 
who wore a decent garb attending at the 
confessional. I never saw a solitary woman 
bow the knee at the confessional except 
a beggar woman. I never saw a solitary 
man go on his knee to receive the wafer ex- 
cept a pauper. Men and woman of charac- 
terand rank keep themselves away fromm 
these churches ; and the churches are given 
up to boys and beggars, standing here and 
there, saying “give me a penny.” Go 
where you will, you will see nothing like 
devotion ; ag hear nothing like preaching. 
And such would Ireland be if Protestant. 
ism were banished. Idare not describe the 
immorality of pricts and people.

The Comet. 

This new clipper ship, now loading and 

nearly ready to sail tor San Francisco, is a 


most beautiful craft. She is described as 
having a model somewhat similar to that of 
the chipper Celestial, but very much sharp- 
er at the ends, and having a hollow bow-line 
like the yacht America, which has been sail- 
ing round the English yacht squadron. The 
Comet looks so small that a visitor is surpri- 


sed to learn that her burden is 1,836 tons, by 
Custom-House measurement. Her length 
on the keel is 217 feet 8 inches; on deck, 
hetween perpendiculars, 229 feet; over all, 
241 feet; extreme breadth of bean, 41 feet 
4 inches; breadth at the ghowales, 40 feet 3 
inches; dead rise 27 inches. She is iron 
braced throughout herwhole frame, diagon- 
ally, from stem to stern, like the Collins 
steamers, and is constructed chiefly of live 
oak. The poop deck is 60 feet in length, 
and the compass-box, Robinson's patent 
stearing apparatus, gangways, &c., ure all 
mounted with polished brass, and highly or-

Cenrrat Heat or tue Eartru.—-Mr 
Stevenson Macadam, of Edinburgh, Srot- 
land, has advanced a new theory, as indi- 
cated by the caption of this article, which 
puts an entire new faee on the subject, and 
is distinguished by the firm, clear, unimis- 
takeable logic of the Scottish School. It 
is well known that as we descend towards 
the centre of the earth (for all the sujal 
depth yet penetrated) the temperature in- 
creases at the rate of about one degree 
every forty-five feet. Proceeding to regson 
upon this as a basis, many suppose the 
céntre of the earth to be a red bot flaid 
mass, and they account for voleanoes and 
hot boiling springs upon this theory. «Sir 
Humphrey Davy once held this opinion, 
but discarded it. “The favorers of it believe 
that the solid crust of this earth lies on* the 
Huid mass as a lump of ice on water; «but 
not so with Mr. Macadam; he has adopted 
the spheroid theory, which is thus ?x- 
plained : 
| “If we throw some water on a red hot 
piece of iron it rollsup into little globyles 
and evaporates very slowly, each drop.or 
spheroid remaining at a far lower tempera- 
ture than’boiling water. A quantity of twa. 
ter, by ordinary boiling, will evaporate 
fifty times faster than water in this spheréjd- 
al state. It is found that there is no real 
contact between these spheroids of water 
and the red hot metal, but a kind of a-re- 
flecting atmosphere of heat. Mr. Macadam 
believes the crust of our globe to be lying 
upon the interior red hot round sea in the 
centre of our planet, in the same way that 
the spheroid lies on a red hot plate. ‘Phe 
internal crust he likens to a concave mirror, 
and the hot fluid mass to a sphere, with-an 
atmosphere between the two of vaporized 
metal. He believes this heat is constant, 
and that the crust of the globe is inflaenzed 
by two great forces—gravitation and sphe- 
roidal repulsion.”
